Letter to Senator Cranston

First — Protection of the Califor- 
nia desert was mandated by Congress 
through passage of the Federal Land 
Policy and Management Act of 1976, 
and further strengthened with pas- 
sage of the Desert Plan in 1980. The 
Bureau of Land Management has 
been carrying out the provisions of 
section 601 of the FLPMA which 
states “to provide for immediate and 
future protection and admiration of 
the public lands in the California 
desert within the frame work of a 
program of multiple use and sus- 


tained yield, and the maintenance of 


environmental quality.” 

Second — in drafting S2061, to my 
knowledge no off-road group, such 
as the American Motorcycle Associa- 
tion, California Off Road Vehicle 
Association (CORVA), California 
Racing Club (CRC), and others were 
consulted. Only conservationists were 
consulted. 

You sir, are morally obligated to 
represent the interests of all your con- 
stituents, not just une segment of 
them. 

Third — $2061 is a bill which will 
require large amounts of money to 
implement. According to a park ser- 
vice spokesman in Washington, D.C., 





Duncan Morrow, the National Park 
Service must absorb a $39 million cut 
in its 1986 budget. In order to imple- 
ment $2061 will you propose to close 
Yellowstone or Yosemite Parks ‘to 
save the money? 

In conclusion, I feel Senate Bill S2061 
isa hastily constructed bill designed 
to fulfill the wishes of a small minor- 
ity of the users of public land and 
should be immediately withdrawn.

BLM Utah wilderness 


In February, 1986 the Bureau of 
Land Management released the “Utah 
BLM Statewide Wilderness Draft En- 
vironmental Impact Statement.” This 
six-volume, 18-pound document re- 
views 82 “Roadless” areas (3.2 million 
acres) managed by the BLM in the 
state of Utah. 

The BLM proposal would desig- 
nate 1.89 million ares as wilderness. 
Different wilderness groups have pro- 
posed from 3.8 to 5.0 million acres as 
BLM wilderness. 

Wilderness designation would 
eliminate traditional motorized recre- 
ation in many of Utah’s most scenic 
areas. Four wheel drives, motorcy- 
cles, ATVs, snowmobiles, mountain 
bicycles and even hang gliders are al] 
illegal in wilderness areas. 

To meet the federal defination, a 
road must be regularly maintained 
by mechanical means. “A trail main- 
tained solely by the passage of vehicles 
does not constitute a road.” The term 
“way” 1s used to describe unmain- 
tained roads, primitive roads and 
trails. Most of the WSA boundaries 
are existing roads and many contain 
cherry-stemmed roads. The BLM 
identified 675 miles of ways within 
the WSAs. This is an estimate since it 
represents map study and incomplete 
field measurements of roads and trails. 
Many washes and slick rock trails 
were not inventoried as existing ways. 

While the DEIS identifies areas 
which are popular for ORV use, 
many large areas have had only lim- 
ited data collected on recreational uses. 

The National Park Service earlier 
recommended 1.35 million acres for 





wilderness designation in Utah Na- 
tional Parks and recreational areas. 
Although some of the areas surely 
deserve wilderness protection, a better 
balance is needed than that proposed 
by the BLM and Park Service. 

If you are interested in keeping 
some of America’s most scenic areas 
open to motorized recreation, get 
involved and review the BLM DEIS. 
Public hearings will be held in dif- 
ferent Utah cities. For dates and times 
call BLM offices. 

In Utah copies of the DEIS are on 
file at the area BLM offices and some 
local public libraries. Personal or 
group copies can be obtained at no 
cost from the BLM Utah State Office. 
A wilderness status map covering all 
agencies in Utah 1s also available 
separately. 

Written comments should be sent 
to the address below. The comment 
period ends August 15, 1986. There 
may be a 60-day extension, but meet 
the deadline if possible.

“It feels good to have finally won a 
half mile. They took it away from me 
a couple years ago, then when I saw 
the red flag, I thought they just didn’t 
want me to win it. Usually on a 
single-file restart, the guy. in front has 
a disadvantage. I'm just glad it all 
came together,’’ Shobert said. The 
win also moved Shobert from third to 
first place in the Camel Pro Series 
point standings. 

‘Following Shobert (American 
Honda/Bell/Moto-X Fox/Kerker/ 
Vetter) across the line at Keith Hall’s 
Manzanita Speedway in Phoenix was 
Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp Rac- 
ing's Doug Chandler, who had to 
fend off charges from Harley-David- 
son-mounted Scott Pearson; Chris 
Carr was fourth, and sull holds second 
in the point standings. 

Jay Springsteen made his return to 
GNC racing after missing the main 
event at the Sacramento Mile and the 
entire Áscot TT, but didn't make the 
National. Suzuki road racer Kevin 
Schwantz returned from England to 
ride a Bartel’s Harley-Davidson, but 
also didn't qualify for the main after 
a couple of poor starts in his heat and 
semi. 

The evening started with a bit of 
controversy at the new (to Camel Pro) 
facility. Halfway between turn four 
and the start/finish line, there was a 
break in the concrete retaining wall, 
which resulted in a four-inch piece of 
the wall protruding at about han- 
dlebar height. There was a concern 
about safety, so a wooden four-by- 
four was split at an angle and duct- 
taped to the wall, making a safer 
transition on the crack. The new 
track surface also created traction 
problems for many riders, and the 
person getting the most power to the 
ground usually ended up in front. 
Qualifying 

Top qualifier on the long half mile 
was Carr, aboard the Harley David- 
son Motor Co./Electro West/Law- 
will/Shoei/Hap Jones/RS Taichi/ 
Hi-Point Harley, at 25.568 seconds. 
Ohio's Steve Morehead was second at 





25.580, followed by other heat-race 
polesitters Steve Eklund (25.585) and 
Pete Hames (25.602). Rounding out 
the top five was Sammy Sweet, at 
25.657. 

Springsteen qualified in 15th posi- 
tion, Shobert was 18th. 

Completing the 48-rider field was 
Honda rider Michael Reid, with a 
single lap of 27.128 seconds. 


Heats 


Honda-mounted Ricky Graham 
jumped out to an early lead in the 
first 10-rider, 10-lap heat race over 
Tim Mertens, Ted Boody and Carr. 
Coming out of turn four on the 
initial go-around, Carr slipped 
underneath Boody for third, then 
began running it hard into the turns 
to catch Mertens. On lap six, Carr got 
under Mertens exiting turn four, then 
got a good drive, to outrun the Honda 
rider and take over second. Graham 
had built up a pretty good lead, but 
Carr was on the move, and began to 
reel in the two-time Grand National 
Champ. Two laps later, Carr got 
alongside Graham on the front 
straight, and the leaders ran side-by- 
side through turn one. Graham drifted 
a little high in two, and Carr took 
over the lead, which he held to the 
finish over Graham. Mertens earned 
the final transfer spot ahead of Ron- 
nie Jones and Boody. 

Morehead (KK Motorcycle Supply/ 
Laubes Cycle/Storz/John Dragoo 
Harley-Davidson) got an excellent 
start to lead heat two over Chandler, 
Shobert and Don Howard; Springer 
ran fifth. Morehead got a little too 
high in turn four of the second lap, 
and Chandler got by to lead the race. 
Shobert also passed Morehead on lap 
four, while Springsteen ran fourth; 
Randy Goss was moving up from a 


-second-row start. Near the midway 


point, positions were set, as Chandler 
led Shobert and Morehead across the 
line. Goss was trying to make a move 
on Morehead for third near the fin- 
ish, but couldn't do it. 

Heat race three saw Eklund get a 
good jump off the line ahead of Rod- 
ney Farris and Pearson (Circle Bell 
Ent./Shoei/Carlisle/Hap Jones/Red 
Line Oil/SuperTrapp/SoCal Racing 
Fuel/Tsubaki Chain/Hi-Point/Mi- 
kuni/K&N/Kal-Gard/ND/Grand 
Prix Plastics/Works Performance).

The top three posi- 
tions held evenly for the rest of the 
race, but behind them, Scott Parker 
was moving through the pack, and 
eventually landed in fourth after pass- 
ing Billy Herndon on lap nine.

When the green light lit up to start 
the 20-lap main event, Shobert led 
the thundering pack through the first 
two turns and onto the backstraight 
of the long half-mile oval. Pearson 
was third off the start, but passed 
Chandler for second going down the 
back chute. The groove had moved 
out between the heats and the main, 
and Pearson went a little low in turn 
three, allowing Chandler back into 
second. Eklund, Morehead, Farris and 
Carr ran 4-7. 

Sweet got by Carr before the begin- 
ning of lap four, then the red flag 
came out. A hole had developed in 
the groove where had previously been 
a wet spot in turn four. It created 
quite a bit of dust, making 1t difficult 
to score the race and for some of the 
riders to see. AMA Referee Rick Hut- 
chins stopped the race on account of 
safety, then held a short meeting with 
the riders. While the crowd was get- 
ting restless, it was determined that 
they'd try to run the remaining 17 
laps, because watering the track would 
delay the event an hour.

“I knew we could finish up there, 
but we haven’t finished one in ages,”

prepared the bike well, and it ran 
great. I think I could’ve passed Doug 
(Chandler) if I had a little more hor- 
sepower. I could catch him, but 
couldn't get by on the straights.”

during the 10th round of the AMA Nippon- 


This 
time it happened inside Texas 
Stadium, just outside Dallas, 
where Honda riders swept the 
first three positions. Bailey, Johnson 


and the consistent Johnny O’Mara 
finished 1-2-3 on the double-jump 
filled, dry, hard-packed track. The 
first non-Honda rider was Kawasa- 
ki’s Jeff Ward, who at times held 


second place in the main, while

Yamaha's Scott Burnworth put in his 
best ride of the series to round out the 
top five. 

“I went bananas the first three 
laps,” said Bailey, regarding his sev- 
enth-place start. “I was riding as hard 
as I could; real aggressive, and casing 
it off the double jumps a bunch of 
times.” Bailey found his way into the 
lead during the third lap after pass- 


ing Team Yamaha's Keith Bowen. . 


From that point on, Bailey stole the 
show and took the win unchallenged. 


In the extremely competitive 125cc 
Pro-Am class, Honda-mounted, 
Moto-X Fox-sponsored Keith Tur- 
pin passed Hallman's Bader Manneh 
(Yamaha) on lap two and proceeded 
to run away with the win. Kawasaki 
rider Tyson Vohland, Manneh, Donny 
Schmit (Kawasaki) and local favorite 
Carroll Richardson (Kawasaki) 
rounded out the top five. 

Over 20,000 spectators witnessed 
Bailey and Turpin romping to victo- 
ries, as well as participating in the 
filming of “Supercross — The Movie” 
to be released late this year. Prior to 
the start of the 250cc main, a mock 
race was filmed, using Rick Johnson, 
David Bailey and other top star look- 
a-likes. The actual main was also 
filmed to be used in the movie. 

Team Yamaha's Broc Glover was a 
spectator for tonight's race, wearing 
a cast on his right wrist he injured 
while practicing before the Dallas 
Supercross, — 


Qualifiers 


The first heat race of the night saw 
Suzuki riders Erik Kehoe and Jeff 
Frisz jam into the lead. But after a set 
of triple jumps on the first lap, Frisz 
crashed, handing second to Yamaha 
rider Mark Murphy, who then set 
after the leader Kehoe. In third was 
Yamaha rider Ross Pederson, followed 
by Kawasaki-mounted Eddie Warren 


- and Alan-King. 


Murphy reeled-in Kehoe and dove 
to the inside of him ina turn, follow- 
ing a double jump. Once into the 
lead, Murphy pulled way and looked 
to have the win in the bag. But three 
laps from the finish, Murphy over- 
shot a berm, following the triple 
jumps and crashed himself out of the 





race. Kehoe cruised by and easily 
motored to the win. Pederson fin- 
ished second ahead of Warren and 
King. 

Burnworth stole the holeshot at 
the start of the second heat race; but 
was passed by Suzuki’s George Hol- 
land a few turns later. Holland opened © 
up a decent-size lead while Burn- 
worth, Kawasaki's Ron Lechien, Jeff 
Leisk (Honda) and Yamaha-mounted 
Brian Myerscough battled over second. 
Holland’s lead radically diminished 
during the third lap when he got out 
of shape over some jumps and found 
himself running along side his Suzuki 
to keep from falling. With Burn- 
worth and Lechien now inches be- 
hind, the dogfight for the lead became 
intense — too intense for Lechien. 


‘Moments after passing Burnworth, 


Lechien fell down in a turn and 
dropped out of contention. Burnworth 
had a clear shot at Holland and 
passed him three laps from the finish.

The third heat race featured an 
extremely exciting battle for the lead 
between Suzuki's A.J. Whiting and 
Bowen. Whiting grabbed the hole- 


‘shot with Bowen close behind. Ward 


was third, but was being dogged by 
Kawasaki rider Billy Liles. 


Whiting and Bowen engaged in a 
duel that lasted for half the race, 
while Ward and Liles were putting 
on the same kind of show for third. 
Whiting and Bowen traded places a 
number times before Bowen began to 
pull. The Ward/Liles duel went back 
and forth for a while, until Ward got 
the upper hand and reeled-in and 
passed Whiting. Bowen went on to 
win, followed by Ward, Whiting and 
Liles. 

The final heat race was a cat and 
mouse affair between Johnson and 
Bailey — Johnson was the mouse and 
Bailey was the cat. Johnson took the 
holeshot followed by Bailey and 
O’Mara. As the race progressed, 
O’Mara dropped off the pace, letting 
Johnson and Bailey have the spot- 
light. The two riders stayed within 
inches of each other throughout the 
race, doing side-by-side clickers over 
the doubles, trading places a few 
times, and putting on a good show 
for the spectators and the movie 
cameras. According to Johnson, “We 
were just feeling each other out, get- 
ting ready for the main.” Johnson 
wound up taking the win, followed 
by Bailey, O'Mara and Honda rider 
Guy Cooper.

Honda support rider Larry Brooks 
did the honors in the first, fairly 
uneventful semi race. He charged 
into the early lead, while Murphy 
pursued. During the second lap, Mur- 
phy double-jumped by Brooks for the 
lead, but Brooks quickly retaliated 
back into the top spot. From then on, 
Brooks dominated, pulling way from 
Murphy, who was riding conserva- ` 
tively to make the main. Brooks won 
it, followed by Murphy, Frisz and 
Yamaha-mounted Scooter Stafford. 

The second semi saw Lechien lead 
from start to finish. Kawasaki rider 
Dennis Hawthorne ran second for a 
while before getting passed by Honda 
pilots Jeff Hicks and Leisk. It was 
Leisk’s first race since his horrifying 
crash at the San Diego Supercross, in 
which he severely broke his jaw. Now 
wearing a full-coverage helmet, Leisk 
set after and passed Hicks to qualify 
for the main.

Yamaha rider Billy Frank led every 
lap in the LCQ to take the final 
transfer spot of the night.

was slammed shut sending Ryan into 
the haybales.

250cc Main 


Shortly after 11:00 p.m., the gate 
dropped for the 250cc main. Jam- 
ming into the first turn, side-by-side 
were Burnworth, Bowen and Lechien.

Once into the lead, Bailey pulled 


away and was never challenged for 
the rest of the way.

Ward and Bowen swapped places a 
number of times before Ward labored 
back into second. Butit didn’t last for 
long. Bowen got a second wind and 
suprised Ward when he snuck by 
again. Pressuring Ward from behind 
was Burnworth, who was closely 
chased by O’Mara, and the hard- 
charging Johnson, making the order 
read Bailey, Bowen, Ward, Burn- 
worth, O’Mara, Johnson and Holley. 

Two laps later, Bowen crashed 
handing second back to Ward, while 
O'Mara and Johnson slipped by 
Burnworth. At this point, Ward began 
to fade when both O'Mara and John- 
son snuck by the Kawasaki rider. The 
last remaining duel of the race was 
between O'Mara and Johnson. It went 
on for six laps, with Johnson push- 
ing O’Mara in every turn and jump. 
“I was getting a little nervous,” said 
O’Mara. “He (Johnson) was riding 
real agressive, and I thought he was 
going to land on me a couple of 
times. He was shoving me out in the 
turns, but that’s just the way he 
rides.” 

The pounding eventually caught 
up to O'Mara and Johnson finally 
jammed to the inside to take over 
second. By this time, Johnson had no 
chance of catching the high-flying 
Bailey, who took his fourth win of 
the series, followed by. Johnson, 
O’Mara, Ward, Burnworth, Holley, 
Liles, Bowen, King and Holland. 

“At first I didn't think I could 
catch up after my start,'* said John- 
son. “But 1 started picking off a 
bunch of riders right away. O'Mara 
was the toughest guy to get around. 
He's riding real smooth and was rid- 
ing all my lines. Basically 1 don't feel 
bad tonight. I rode a good race, and I 
know I could 've beaten David if I got 
a good start, but I know that he 
doesn't think that.”

Naylor wins at 
Shasta Dam

Kawasaki-mounted Ron Naylor outdueled 
Can-Am's Geoff Ballard and Husqvarna's 


Mark Hyde to win the fifth round of the AMA 
National Hare Scrambles Championship 


held at Shasta Dam near Red- 
ding, California. Sunny skies 
and temperatures in the 90s 
took their toll on many riders. 


The course was exceptionally tight 
with plenty of dust on the faster trails. 


Naylor used a four-gallon tank on 
his KX500 and only pitted once dur- 
ing the 125-mile race, gaining enough 
time to finish over two minutes ahead 
of Ballard at the end of the fourth and 
final lap. 

“I figured by not pitting it would 
give me a little advantage,” explained 
Naylor later. “I still think I gained 
from it,but I don’t think I gained as 
much as I thought I would have be- 
cause I slowed down a lot on the laps 
that I didn’t stop on, because I wasn't 
able to get anything to drink.” 


Ballard was the early leader as the 
riders raced up a two-mile stretch of 
pavement used only on the first lap. 
Dust was a big factor in the first trail 
sections and the riders in front quickly 
pulled away from the pack. Naylor 
made his move for the lead about 
eight miles into the race when Bal- 
lard got out of shape on a long, rutted 
uphill section. With Naylor pushing 
him hard, Ballard got a little side- 
ways in the ruts, jamming and bruis- 


ing his foot as Naylor motored by. Eric 
McKenna on a Honda passed Ballard 
not long after. 

“At the time I didn’t think I could 
finish,” said Ballard. “But I just 
cruised along for about two miles 
and it felt as if it was getting better. At 
the time I must have had a good lead 
as nobody seemed to catch me and I 
started getting back on the gas.” 

At the end of the first lap Naylor 
led by 50 seconds over Eric McKenna 
and Ballard. McKenna, riding a Hon- 
da CR500, left the pits only a bike- 
length ahead of Ballard, who looked 
aggressive despite his sore foot. 
Husky's Mark Hyde came through 80 
seconds back followed by Dave 
LaPoint. 

The course snaked its way through 
a tight motocross-type track after 
leaving the pits, giving the spectators 
a chance to cheer on their favorite 
riders. From there it led out into the 
pine trees, up steep hills to the ridges 
overlooking Shasta Dam and reser- 
voir. Much of the 30-mile loop was 
very tight by west coast standards. 

Steep downhills covered with pine 


_needles gave race leader Naylor some 


problems. “‘I lost my front brake on 
the first lap,” said Naylor. “Going 
down the hills was okay, but I was 
having trouble making the corners at

the bottom. 1 was dragging my feet 
and grabbing trees... anything I 
could do to slow down.” 

Naylor’s brake was quickly repaired 
when he pitted the only time during 
the race, at the end of lap two. “I don’t 
know whether it had an air bubble in 
the line or what, but I sure felt a lot 
better on the trail when it was work- 
ing again” said Naylor. 

The Ballard/McKenna duel was 
still going strong at the beginning of 
the third lap; however, now Ballard 
was in front. McKenna, after a long- 
ish pit stop, followed Ballard into the 
woods, about 15 seconds behind. Mark 
Hyde was still in fourth, followed by 
LaPoint and Husky’s Dave Bertram, 
who had moved through the pack to 
sixth place. The heat was beginning 
to have an affect on the majority of 
the riders starting the third lap as 
many had extended pit stops to drink 
water and attempt to cool off. 

Out on the course Ballard was just 
warming up and he began to pull 
away from McKenna in an effort to 
close the gap between himself and the 
leader Naylor. Naylor was not giving 
up any ground, however, and now 
riding with a working front brake 
and feeling refreshed from drinking 
water at his pit stop, Naylor pulled 
out the stops and proceeded to add 
another minute to his lead. At the 
final check on lap three Naylor was 
1:56 ahead of the Can-Am rider. 

The fourth and final lap would be 
the deciding factor, however, as Nay- 
lor chose to avoid stopping for water. 
The decision allowed him to gain 
almost one minute more on Ballard 
who did stop. “I'm not sure it was the 
right decision,” said Naylor, “I was 
so thirsty on the last lap I just wanted 
to fall down in every creek crossing I 
went through.” Naylor’s fatigue al- 
lowed Ballard to make up some 
ground,but it was not enough as Nay- 
lor came in over two minutes clear at 
the checkered flag. Mark Hyde fin- 
ished third, having slipped by 


McKenna on the final lap. McKenna, 


who was visibly fatigued at his-final 
pit stop, was feeling the affects of the 
heat combined with rough terrain. 


~~ 


Fifth was Dave LaPoint followed by 
Bertram, Herdon and Kadlec. Dowell 
and Jeff Irwin rounded out the top 10. 


Reactions to the course were mixed 
but all felt it was a challenge and 
many vowed they would return next 
year. Ballard felt it was excellent “for 
this side of the country,” but Mark 
Hyde said he felt it was still a little 
too fast for his liking. Late seasonal 
rains helped keep the dust in the hills 
to a bearable level for California in 
April. Use of a local water truck was 
donated; it was used around the pit 
area to keep dust to a minimum. 

Naylor, surprised at the tightness 
of the course said, “ʻI just rode steady. 
I felt I could have gone a little faster” 


than I did, but I didn't want to make a 


mistake. You make a mistake out 
there today and you lose a minute or 
more to get back up and get going.” 
The young Kawasaki rider’s win fol- 
lowed a ride on Saturday in the ATV 
National, where he placed second. 

Transplanted Australian Jeff Daw- 
son rode his Husky to the 125cc A 
class win followed by Rich Duomes. 
Tony Hendon won 250cc A while 
Naylor nabbed the Open A class 
honors. 

The Redding Dirt Riders did a 
great job on course layout and pit 
design and announcer Bruce Flanders 
kept pit crews aware of the status of 
their riders as relayed to him by radio. 
The BLM and the Forest Service were 
on hand to observe; the Redding Dirt 
Riders are doing their best to turn the 
excellent riding area into an off-road 
vehicle park. Local press was on 
hand in force including a helicopter 
from a local TV station. o

success of the bikes — 17 Junior class 
mile wins in 19 starts — has resulted 
in good business for Wood's three- 
man work crew. Wood has sold 115 
units in those three short years. 


The 500cc motors are specially made 
race engines built at the Rotax fac- 
tory in Austria. With the optional 
big-bore kit, the engine is boosted to 
583cc and has proved its ability torun 
with anything at a National TT or 
short track.

used across the country. The second 
edition is four pounds lighter and 
has slightly different geometry. 


“We make a kit bike race-ready for 
a reasonable amount of money, 
Wood says. “For $5860, they can get a 
flat track bike with everything but 
tires and tubes, rear sprocket and 


chain and handlebars and grips. And 
that's all rider preference stuff. You 
can buy everything right here in this 


shop. It's a real convenient package 
for a father/son-type team. 

The bike that Carr rode to finish 
third at the Ascot TT isthe TT model 
Wood-Rotax. The bike is fitted with 
the optional big-bore kit ($223) and 
an optional front brake system also 
available through Wood ($350); 
Wood's production bikes have a 
Yamaha front caliper and master 
cylinder; Carr's bike has a Grimeca 
caliper and a Yamaha master cylinder. 
Wood says Carr's bike has a Grimeca 
caliper just because that's what he 
had around the shop at the time, and 
that all his new bikes have Yamaha 
calipers. 

The bike uses Kosman wheels, 
Showa forks and Works Performance 
rear shocks. Carr used a Pirelli Uni- 
versal tire on the front and a Carlisle 
Universal on the rear at Ascot. The 
gas tank is a high-tech plastic Wood 
special and holds 1.6 gallons; Carr 
used 0.66 gallons of gas during the 
25-lap Ascot National. 


“Most of our business is done in 
the lower level racing with the Novice 
and Junior division riders using the 
bikes for everyday racing,” Wood 
said. “And the Experts have been 
using them with a lot of success in the 
short tracks and TTs.”’

racing is relatively painless, Wood 
says. Show up at the Ascot TT on 
Friday night and race, change the 
exhaust system and the carburetor 
size and it’s ready for the Sacramento 
Mile on Sunday.

Rotax such a success in the grassroot 
level of professional dirt track racing. 
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A 41mm Dell ‘Orto carburetor and the 583cc Rotax sit in a double down- 
tube, chrome-moly steel frame that is designed and built in Wood's shop.

Rosarito Beach SRA Gran Prix: 








Ogilvie wins at 


Rosarito |

ROSARITO BEACH, BAJA CALIFORNIA, MEXICO, APR. 20 

Bruce Ogilvie and his Honda XR600 averaged 
better than 35 minutes for each 26-mile lap 
to win the 12th Annual Hilltoppers Rosarito 
Beach Baja 100 Gran Prix. This year's race 


was extended to five laps, or 
130 miles, which Ogilvie dom- 
inated by winning in two hours, 
54 minutes, less than 30 seconds 


ahead of second-place finisher Craig 
Adams. 

The Rosarito Beach Gran Prix 
started at 9:00 a.m. in downtown 
Rosarito Beach, as part of that Baja 
California town’s Spring Festival ac- 
tivities. Entrants to the popular race 
were cut off this year at a record 550, 
up from 450 last year. In all, 330 riders 
finished the grueling race which, after 
leaving town, covered the hills and 
canyons east of Rosarito Beach. 

Ogilvie, of Riverside, California, is 
no stranger to winning bike races in 
Mexico. Over the past decade he has 
won the Baja 500 and the prestigious 
Baja 1000 several times each. This 
was his second attempt at the Rosarito 
Beach Gran Prix; he finished third 
last year. Ogilvie is sponsored by 
American Honda, Scott Goggles, and 
K & N Air Filters. 

“I took the lead about midway 
through the first lap,” Ogilvie said. 
“There were two guys ahead of me; 


one of them got a flat tire, and an- 
other, Randy Blevins, fouled a plug. 
After that I led all the way. I knew 
Craig was right behind me, and he 
started gaining, but I just poured it 
on to win.” 

The winner added, “It’s really a 
fun course, lots of rocks and hills. I’m 
glad it was five laps this year — it 
made it that much more challenging.” 

Second-place finisher Craig Adams, 
riding a Honda CR500, is sponsored 
by North County Honda and chal- 
lenged Ogilvie, closing considerable 
ground on the last lap, but still falling 
short. Adams won the 201-250cc-Open 
division of the 1980 Rosarito Beach 
Gran Prix, and the 250cc-Open at last 
year’s first Hilltopper’s Rosarito 
Beach “La Playa” Gran Prix in 
October. 

Wayne Martin, on a Husky 400, 
snared third place in the Open Divi- 
sion. Martin is a three-time Rosarito 
Beach Gran Prix champion, winning 
the 250cc-Open division in 1981, 1983 
and 1984. He is sponsored by Malcolm 
Smith Motorcycles. 

In the Expert 201-250cc division, 
Eric Hallgath has scored back-to-back

Stan Lojak gets first 
Fireball 100 win

Stan Lojak pulled out all the stops and put 
on an impressive woods riding display in 
taking his Yamaha 490 (Hi-Point/Rocky/ 


Smith Goggles/ Spectro/ Lojak Cycle Sales) to 


victory as he wrapped up the 
overall win in the Fireball 100, 
round three of the AMA/Wiseco 


100-Mile Hare Scrambles Series. 

Lojak had a winning margin cof 
almost two minutés on Bob Elliott 
and his KTM 250 (Dirty Harry’s/Hi- 
Point Racing). Trailing Elliott by 
nearly six minutes was Paul Lemon 
and his Charley Cycle Sales-supported 
KX250. Craig Martin (Husqvarna) 
and Joe Lojak (Yamaha) rounded 
out the top five. 

“The pressure was on me to win,’ 
said an elated Stan Lojak shortly 
after he claimed his first Fireball 100 
win. The pressure he was referring to 
was that no one had ever won the 
Fireball except Ed Lojak, Stan’s 
brother. Last year, Stan was runner- 
up to Ed; this year Ed was hobbling 
around the pits and didn’t compete, 
due to a knee injury. “I wanted to 
keep the name here,” Stan added. 
Lojaks are hometown riders and take 
much pride in their dominance of the 
race. 

The noon start of the three-hour 
race had the Experts of the 250cc A 
and Open A classes starting the race. 


The rest of the field started at one- | 


y 






minute intervals. The open field start 
led the riders to a bob-and-weave line 
between the trees until they hit the 
tightly wooded trails of the Pennsy]- 
vania mountains. Top finishers cov- 
ered seven laps on the 10-mile course. 

Team Husky member Fred Hoess 
pulled the early lead over Lojak and 
Elliott, although it was only by a few 


seconds, and the trio swapped the top 


slots for the first half of the race. 
Hoess (Husky/Autolite/Bel-Ray/ Ac- 
cel/Smith/Husky Products) had a 
brief flirt with the overall win until 
he ran out of gasoline in the woods. 

“T had a good lead until I ran out. 
Another rider gave me enough (gas) 
to get back. I pitted and then took off 
after the front-runners. I started to 
reel them in when the other problems 
hit,” he added. The other problems 


` started when he banged the exhaust 


which in turn hit a radiator hose 
causing a rupture and lost fluid. Be- 
fore it could seize, another rider 
stopped for a quick repair and a spec- 
tator donated water. Later in therace, 
Hoess threw his chain, derailling his 
hopes for the overall slot. 

“T wanted to use the Husky Products 
pipe on the new bike (five miles old) 
because it has better midrange and 
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KTM-mounted Bob Elliott was second overall, first 250cc A at the Fireball 
100; Paul Lemon finished second in the 250s. 


more ground clearance. Guess it just 
didn’t work too well today,” he added. 
Stan Lojak took the lead for good 


- on the fifth lap and had a different 


strategy for the race. “He tired him- 
self out. He kept falling down. I fig- 
ured he would tire himself out sooner 
than he did. He didn't pace himself,” 
said- Lojak. “The bike ran great. 
Only problem I had was when 1 got 
stuck on the last hill on the last lap. A 
lot of guys got misdirected on the 
mountain section. 1 used my head 
and let everyone wear themselves out,” 
he grinned. 

Elliott and his KTM were having 
problems with the difficult and diverse 
terrain while trying to get out front. 
“The first three or four laps we were 
swapping, then I fell in a creek bed 
and Stan got by me and put a half- 
minute on me,” Elliott said. “It took 
me a while to get going because I was 
tired. I started running good again, 
but it was too late,” Elliott said. He 
added that he is going to continue to 
run the 100 mile series to gain expe- 
rience for the National hare scrambles. 

The real sleeper of the race was 
Lemon and his KX250. He maneu- 
vered past slower traffic and one-lane 
mud lines plus had a badly slipping 
clutch to come from sixth place on 
lap three to finish third. 

Lap three was the approximate 
halfway point of the race. It’s impor- 
tant because most riders began to pit 
for fuel. Except Lemon. He’s been 
running enduros of late and had 
installed an IMS four-gallon fuel 
tank which he figured was good for 
about 125 miles. Even with average 
speeds hovering around the 20 mph 
mark, he had no fear of running out, 
pitting and losing time; Lojak’s final 
pit stop was around 27 seconds. 

But the extra fuel couldn’t prevent 
the slipping clutch, which ironically 
started at about the midpoint. 

Richard Karr dominated the Super 
Senior class from start to finish on his 
KX250. “Dave Coombs and I have 
fought for years, and this year we 
both moved up in class. I didn’t fall at 
all. We all had problems with the 
bottlenecks and lapped riders,” he 


added. Karr downplayed the fact that 
he had just got out of the hospital 
following a bout with pneumonia 
and wasn't running a full capacity. 
Coombs challenged briefly before 
slowing his pace as a result of three 
broken ribs resulting from a fall at 
another hare scrambles. 

Dave Fallas, 1985 125cc National 
Hare Scrambles champion, showed 
up and easily rode away with the 
250cc A win on his Hi-Point/MJ 
Racing/Bob Thomas Kawasaki-sup- 
ported KX125. “I just got married 
and I want to take it easy for a while,” 
he said. “The only problem I had was 
a hot clutch which started to act up 
about the fourth lap,” he added. 

Lee Lazely (KTM) had the lead for 
the first three laps of the Open B 
class, but could only hold the charges 
of Bob Ellis and John Vincent until 
the fourth lap, when Vincent took 
the point. But Vincent could not fend 
off Ellis, and when the flag fell, Ellis 
took the class win. 


Average lap times for the first few 
laps were in the 24-minute range. As 
the weather and the course condition 
deteriorated, lap times dropped to 
around 26 minutes. a

Lejeune dominates 
Spanish trial

PERAMOLA, SPAIN, APR. 13 


Eddy Lejeune (Honda) had his best World 
Championship win for ages on Sunday and 
showed that he is still very much a contender 
for a fourth world crown, annihilating the 


76-strong opposition in the 
fourth round of the World 
Trials Championship at Pera- 
mola, Spain. ` 

Current leader of the championship, 


Thierry Michaud (Fantic), was in 


third place behind a very much on- 
form Philippe Berlatier, who took 
the mono Aprilia to 1ts best world 
championship results yet. 

Michaud still leads the 1986 title 
chase, but his advantage is cut to just 
two points following his worst world 
round result in 23 trials. ¡The last 
time Michaud was lower than second 
was at the 1984 French round! 

It was a black day for Britain with 
only Steve Saunders (Honda) getting 
in the points. Steve had a disastrous 
opening lap in 15th place, but im- 
proved considerably to secure a final 
ninth place. He drops to a safe third 
in the championship but will be 


looking for a drastic improvement in 
two weeks time in France. John 
Lampkin was 17th and Tony Scarlett 
19th. 

The British contingent was hop- 
ing that Saunders could improve on 
his second place of last year, but 
today proved to be Saunder’s unlucky 
day. The opening group of four sec- 
tions was his undoing. The very tight 
watery sections in a rocky gully 
claimed three fives and a three for a 
total of 18, one less than winner 
Lejeune was to lose for the whole lap. 
Saunders’ first lap of 38 marks was 
seven more than Lejeune's final total, 
yet he was still the best Brit, for John 
Lampkin was on 43. 

Michaud left the first group with a 
slender lead. His total of six was two 
better than Berlatier, Lejeune and 
Jordi Tarres (Beta). It was Diego 
Bosis (Montesa) who finally cleaned 
the first sub, only to do a U-turn mid-

section on the second and fail. Bur 
next lap, he got it right and he and 
Gerald Richardson produced the only 


cleans on this section. __ 
Tarres gave the crowd its pleasure; 


as he made his entry into the section, 
the crowd went silent, engrossed in 
his wheel-flicking talents. He shot 
out of the pool, onto the right hand 
bank, got into difficulties, stopped 
on the cambered bank with just the 
back tire, (almost off the rim) hold- 
ing him there, and with a brilliant 
dab recovered to a loud shot of “Ole” 
from the massed crowd. 

Saunders couldn't match this type 
of riding and fived, while Michaud 
sent brother Fred first to try a line 
which both he and Lejeune followed 
for two apiece. 

At sub 12 Lejeune was the only 
rider to lose less than six in total on 
the earthern bank. Then four Brits 
arrived together at sub 14; Harold 
Crawford, Lampkin, Gerald Richard; 
son and Tony Scarlett were faced 
with an awesome rock face akin to a 
fortress buttress. Only Gerald made 
the top for a three. Bernie Schreiber 
on a full 350cc Yamaha was getting 
well up the section when he was 
balked by another rider watching his 
attempt, but made a masterly recov- 
ery for a dab. 

Bosis made the only first lap clean, 
effortlessly, with Lejeune and Saun- 
ders emulating him on lap two. Saun- 


ders also had the best combined score 


here, with a two and clean. 

Lejeune failed on lap one, his only 
fiasco of the trial, when he grounded 
his sump on a ledge within sight of 
the ends cards. 

Michaud’s two mark lead at the 
first group was lost to Berlatier, who 
at this point led the trial from Lejeune 
by one mark from Tarres im third. 


Michaud and Bosis were equal fourth. 


But from the next group it was 
Lejeune who was in command, and 
by the end of the lap he had a one 
mark advantage over Berlatier and 
Bosis. Michaud was fourth, Burgat 
next, then Tarres after a short spell of 
mark losing. 

With two third of the seven hour 
20-minute time allowance taken on 
the first lap, Lejeune sped around on 
his second with a scinullating lap of 
just 12 marks to add to his first lap 
total of 19. 

Michaud improved one place with 
17 lost to finish in third, and te ever 
improving Berlatier on his mono 
Aprilia made his best world cham- 
pionship result to date with second to 
Lejeune. Bosis and Tarres faded 
somewhat to settle for fourth and fifth. 

Saunders almost halved his first 
lap score to improve six places for 
ninth, while Lampkin and Scarlett 
were disappointing. 

Harold Crawford and the other 
Brits finished the super course, which 
they all enjoyed, but found the un- 
familiar dry, grippy volcanic rock, 
and the Spaniards’ lax interpretation 
of marking, to their disadvantage. e

500cc World Championship MX Series: Round 1 


Malherbe wins 500cc GP 
opener in Austria

SITTENDORF, AUSTRIA, APR. 20. 








Honda’s three-time 500cc World Cham- 
pion, Andre Malherbe from Belgium, opened 


up the 1986 season with the victory in Austria 
despite defending World Champion Britain’s 


Dave Thorpe winning the first 
moto. Thorpe's potential max- 
imum start in this year’s World 
500cc Motocross Championship 


went “up in steam” at Sittendorf 
when his left knee forced off the 
radiator cap after a sparkling opening 
moto win to let arch rival Malherbe 
into a commanding title lead as the 
holder of the number-one plate was 
left stranded with a seized motor at 
the bottom of the track. 

The two deadly rivals never really 
came into a head on confrontation as 
the Monaco resident dropped his 
works Honda early in the race, while 
Thorpe’s freak retirement came after 
just three laps of the second race. 

But the reigning champion had al- 
ready come from an awful start to 
pass Malherbe before going out and 
was full of confidence for the year 
ahead. “I would have won that race 
easily,” said Thorpe, “‘I felt very tense 
for most of the first heat, but I now 
know I am the fastest.” 

The incident with the radiator cap 
angered him: “Ever since we got the 
bike I have noticed I am always pol- 
ishing the tank next to the cap with 
my jeans, and I had suggested that 
Honda build me a tank which shrouds 
the cap. Next week in Markelo we 
will have that, so 1t won't happen 
again.” 

As so often happens at the Austrian 
venue many of the expected front 
runners hit problems of one kind or 
another, but nothing could detract 
from the scintillating performance of 
Rob Andrews. 

Riding Jobe's works Kawasaki, the 
Englishman lost second overall only 
on the tie decider (and he would have 
taken runner-up spot on previous 
methods for resolving ties) after two 
sparkling rides. 

Despite a fall early on when fourth, 
Andrews was seventh in heat one 
after seeing off no less than three 
world champions for the place, and 
ended the second heat just nine sec- 
onds behind winner Malherbe in 
fourth spot despite losing the use of 
the rear brake for the final third of the 
race. 

Jared Smith got amongst the points 
on his GP debut, while Kurt Nicoll 


scored second time out after a frus- 


trating first heat return to Team 
Green, and Laurence Spence scored 
twice despite a number of incidents 
‘which restricted his tally but could 


: not disguise the fact that he was. 


.KTM's fastest man.

did his hopes no good by trying to 
anticipate the start and nearly going 
over the bars, while other fancied 
men to start the year with an uphill 
task were his Yamaha teammate 
Hakan Carlqvist, Georges Jobe and 
Heinz Kinigadener. 

The three works Hondas — in the 
reverse order of Geboers, Malherbe 
and Thorpe — were chasing “mega 
Maga” with Andrews leading Nicoll. 

Before the end of the first lap, Mal- 
herbe had taken the lead, but it was a 
short-lived affair, as he lost it on a 
long winding downhill and dropped 
to llth. > 

That was the signal for Thorpe to 
take over, but unwilling to take risks 
until he felt his rhythm coming, it 
was a quarter of an hour before he 
pulled away from Magarotto and the 
Italian even got back alongside on 
three occasions. 

Geboers was clearly not happy, 
just like 12 months earlier at this 
venue, and he soon came under pres- 
sure from a rapid-moving Carla, 
whose chase from a first-lap 11th had 
been eased by a fall for Andrews, 
which dropped him to 10th and the 
retirement of Nicoll whose ignition 
shorted and fouled the plug. 

One lap after Geboers, Maga also 
fell to the mighty Swede but by then 
Thorpe had a seven-second cushion, 
which he kept to the flag. 

While Malherbe was grittily thread- 
ing his way back to take the Italian’s 
third place in the closing laps, Geboers 
was on the way down the field, his 
decline made all the quicker when he 
fell at the top of the hill under pres- 
sure from Malherbe and rode the 
final quarter with no rear brake. 

With defending 250cc World MX 
Champion Kinigadner a bag of nerves 
before his home public for his 500cc 
GP debut and Spence losing a lot of 
ground when the front wheel slid 
away on loose stones early on, the top 
two KTMs were Werner Siegle and 
Kees van der Ven, who fought a race- 
long battle for fifth which was decided 
in favor of the Dutchman, while a 
recovering Andrews was a lonely sev- 
enth for most of the race: “1 could 
have gone quicker but had no one to

Even after getting back to midfield, 
the Swede had anything but an easy 
ride as he had to come up against 
Jared Smith. 

Spence showed no respect at all for 
the famous: “He finally stuffed me 
on the penultimate lap to get away, 
but I'd had him five times like that 
earlier,” said Jared. 

Against all the long-held beliefs, 
Magarotto again used the unfavored 
right end of the start gate to lead away 
in heat two, and the race was 15- 
minutes old before Malherbe even 
caught him. 

Even then he refused to be shaken 
off until a big crash, which left him 
groggy but nothing worse. Persson 
took up the pursuit of Malherbe hav- 
ing demoted Geboers after a quarter- 
of-an-hour and with the Belgian tak- 
ing no risks was never far behind, but 
team leader Carlqvist was out on lap 
four, having spent two laps revving 
the guts off the bike with the clutch 
in following a fall caused by a unre- 
sponsive motor which was not being 
properly served by its power valve. 

Thorpe was also out by then, hav- 
ing swept from around 15th to take 
third from Malherbe in less than two 
laps, while Kinigadner was another 
well back from another ragged start.

Schwantz debuts 





at Mallory Park

MALLORY PARK, ENGLAND, APR. 19-20 

Texan Kevin Schwantz did not win any of 
his first three outings on a Grand Prix two- 
stroke, but with two second places and fourth 
he certainly demonstrated that his Easter 


thrashing of the British was no 
flash in the pan. Riding an 
RG500 Suzuki that Barry 
Sheene found uncompetitive 


two years ago but fitted with a 1986 
engine, Schwantz had only one brief 
day of practice to get to grips with the 
new machine and the short, tricky 
Mallory Park circuit. The track is in 
the British Midlands, about 35 miles 
south of Birmingham. 


Two-time 500cc Road Racing 
World Champion Sheene helped get 
Schwantz back to England by paying 
his airfare and arranging the ride; 
Sheene did so after being so impressed 
with Schwantz at the Trans-Atlantic 
Challenge meeting at Donington 
Park. “He 1s the next Freddie Spen- 
cer,” said Sheene on nationwide tele- 
vision at the time. 


Sheene dragged his old, personally 
modified 1984 works aluminum- 
framed Suzuki out of a museum and 
Heron Suzuki furnished the engine, 
1986 vintage perhaps, but virtually 
the same as they were using in 1984. 

Due to Schwantz's Dunlop tire 
contract, the bike’s front wheel had to 
be changed to 17-inch from 16-inch 
and that necessitated changing the 
triple clamps as well. Apart from 
some new magnesium four-piston 
Lockheed calipers and some 43mm 
forks, the bike was pretty much as it 
was when Sheene mothballed it. 
Sheene was on hand on Saturday to 
give his new American friend some 


advice about the Mallory Park circuit. 

Schwantz was thrilled with the 
bike, if not the circuit; Mallory Park 
is 1.3 miles long and is essentially 
laid out as a mile oval with a series of 
esses, a tight dogleg hairpin, a chi- 
cane and the infamous Devil's Elbow 
off-camber left-hander at one end. 

“It's really something the way the 
bike turns into corners,” Schwantz 
said. “It's so much lighter than the 
four-stroke. Everything happens so 
fast. The power comes in much quick- 
er and you have to be more gentle on 
the throttle but 1t's not too hard to get 
used to the thing. You have to play a 
lot with the 750's six-speed gearbox 
so that's not a problem on the 500. 
Mallory may not be the greatest track 
but I’m enjoying myself and it’s the 
same for everyone.” 

Qualifying on the front row for 
Saturday's televised race, Schwantz 
was soon in the thick of things, chas- 
ing early leaders Paul Lewis on the 
carbon-fiber-framed Skoal Bandit 
Suzuki and Roger Marshall on the 
Rothmans RS500 Honda. Marshall’s 
teammate, Roger Burnett, hada slow- 
er start than Schwantz and took time 
to catch up. 

Schwantz was destroying the oppo- 
sition going into the hairpin, but the 
Suzukis lacked the Honda's flexibil- 
ity. and weren’t getting out of the 
turns as well. The three played cat- 
and-mouse, trading places at the front 
until Burnett arrived on the scene, 
crashing his way to the front on the 
brakes into the hairpin, bouncing off 
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Kevin Schwantz (80) leads Roger 
Burnett (9) and Steve Manley (44). 


Schwantz in the process. “One fork 
seal was leaking and oil got onto the 
disc,” claimed Burnett later. 


The collision pushed Schwantz to 
the back of the group and although 
he fought back to second place ahead 
of Marshall, 1t was Burnett who led 


across the line. “I really enjoyed 
that,” 
trating being hit by Burnett but I 
guess he had a problem. I had a plan 
where 1 was going to try for the lead 
on the last lap but it didn't work out. 
I have learned a lot and we'll make a 
few changes for tomorrow.” 

Sunday's program had two races 
for Schwantz, including the revived 
Race of the Year which has been won 
in previous years by Jarno Saarinen, 
Steve Baker, Pat Hennen, Kenny 
Roberts and Randy Mamola. But 
first came another straight 500cc con- 
test, with a push start. As Eddie Law- 
son will confirm, push starts are not 
easy and Schwantz found out what a 
disadvantage they can be as he was 
left behind, still pushing on the grid 
as the field left. 

“Tt made me mad,” said Schwantz. 
“The others had gone by the time I 
got the engine started and I just went 
like hell.” He had only 20 laps of just 
over a mile to catch up and although 
he thrilled the fans by cutting through 
the: field, Schwantz could get no 
further than fourth place before he 
ran out of time. The race was won by 
Burnett from Marshall with new Brit- 
ish hopeful Mark Phillips third on 
his Suzuki. 

The Race of the Year was a clutch 
start and Schwantz was able to take 
command early on. He looked to 
have the race won, chased by Mar- 
shall. Burnett retired with crankshaft 
failure but then Schwantz hit me- 
chanical problems, too, with two of 
four throttle cables popping out of 
the twist grip. The engine ran on two 
cyinders and Marshall had little 
trouble in relegating Schwantz to 
second ahead of Phillips. 

The RG500 Schwantz rode may 
not be the most competitive Grand 
Prix machine in the world, but per- 
haps Schwantz can do enough with it 
in a few 1986 World Championship 
Grands Prix to get himself a good 
works ride for the future, after finish- 
ing out his 1986-1987 AMA Super- 
bike contract with U.S. Suzuki. e

Jon Nelson rocketed to four 
straight moto wins aboard his

On the 250cc Pro scene Matt Arena 
grabbed the early lead aboard his San 
Jose-based RM Suzuki but just as he 
did in the 125cc class, Nelson powered 
by in the first lap. For the duration of 
the moto Nelson seemed to concen- 
trate on styling off the massive table- 
top Baylands jump. Each lap he gave 
a different mid-air pose for the sev- 
eral camera enthusiasts on hand. 
Coming in second but then retiring 
for the evening was Tony Richards. 
A flying stone cut his lip deeply and 
he had to head for a nearby hospital 
and possible sutures. 

In the second moto it was Nelson 
out of the gate first and being chased 
hard by last year’s Baylands’ season 
champion, Eric Mashbir riding 
Honda again this year. Mashbir put 
his Oakland-based CR into second in 
the moto and it was good for a second 
overall, much to the pleasure of spon- 
sor Nick Deffeo Racing Products. 
The 10 250cc and seven 125cc Pros 
when added to the seven Open Pro 
entrants constitued the largest pro- 
fessional entry for a night motocross 
in recent northern California moto- 
cross history. 

In the “Stars of Tomorrow” 80cc 
Junior class, super-quick Kennie Mc- 
Grath emulated Jon Nelsons’ double- 
moto victories as he took his Castro 
Valley based KX Kawasaki to twin 
victories. His success was captured 
on video tape and will more than 
likely become a good training and/or 
entertainment factor in the remain- 
ing season. McGraths' chief competi- 
tion in each moto was Christopher 
McCallie, a San Jose Yamaha star, 
who is much improved over last year.

One half lap later, Kell's 
Honda tripped in some deep sand 
and he went down, taking Holt with 
him. Kell’s bike would not restart 
and was out for the moto, while Holt 
was up in last place.

It wasn’t clear whether 
Zahrt miscounted the laps or knew 
that Hopkins, who finished third in 
moto one, was nota problem. In any 
event, he didn’t try to pass him and 
finished moto two as second 250. He 
still got the overall win and Hopkins 
got second. 

Wynne got the drop on the 125cc 
Pros when moto two stated. He main- 
tained the lead for two laps, then 
Stanford grandly swooped to the lead 
around~a big turn. Kell was main-

taining a discreet third but slowly 
caught up to Wynne and moved into 
second near the end. Stanford kept 
the lead and took first overall with 
Wynne taking second.

side. Fields managed to get a wheel 
ahead of Parkovich and came out of 
the first turn in the lead. They stayed 
that close together to the end with 
Fields getting the moto win. 

In moto two, Charles Young pulled 
off the fast start only to lose the lead 
to David Stone. Dean Davis, who had 
finished fourth in moto one, was in 
this moto to win and pulled into 
second in lap three. Davis really put 
pressure on Stone throughout the 
rest of the race, and it paid off. Stone 
went down in the last lap and Davis 
dashed home the winner with Young 
right behind him. Davis posted the 
best total and took the overall win as 
well. 

There was a good race in the Open 
Novices between Tom Smith and 
Jim Ebbinga. Smith got the holeshot 
in moto one and had a good lead 
going when he fell in the second lap 
and dropped to fifth. Ebbinga led the 
rest of the way and won the first moto 
as Smith fought his way back to 
second at the end. 

Bill Hilliard was first off the line in 
moto two with Smith and Ebbinga 
right behind him. As they passed the 
announcing booth to begin third 
first full lap. Smith leaped into the 
lead and got into a battle with Hil- 
liard. Ebbinga waited until the two 
were too busy with each other to 
watch him, they shot past to take the 
lead. He pulled rapidly away and 
took the moto and the overall as Hil- 
liard manged to keep Smith in third.

Craig Flanders 
was one of the first to find one of the 
numerous Lucerne Valley powder- 
holes off the start of loop one and 
exited the poweredcloud's far-side 
with a broken collarbone. Earlier 
riders had an advantage. 

Starting at 2] mph, speed bumped 
to 24 mph at 2.8 miles right into Gor- 
don Miller and Rita Coy’s well-hidden 
check-in to the day’s first special test, 
At 8.8 miles, a 36 mph speed made it 
hard to see the beautiful huge rock 
formations the course wound 
through, and the 11.8-mile checkout 
found most riders late.

Week number two of First Div- 


ision speedway action featured,

Faria, coming 
off a second place finish the previous 
night at Costa Mesa, was second out 
of the gate from the number three 
position at the start of the main 
event, but as the pack came off turn 
two on lap one he chopped down in 
front of Rob Pfetzing and it was clear 
sailing the remainder of the way. The 
track surface was much improved 
over the first week and was very much 
to the liking of Faria (Shoe1/J/Oil- 
zall/Oakley/Hi-Point/Cody Pro- 
ducts/ Kal-Gard/Tsubaki/George 
Wenn Jawa). While Faria was lock- 
ing up first spot Pfetzing was doing 
the same with second leaving the 
only battle between Steve Lucero and 
Andy Northrup for third. Northrup 
challenged over the final two circuits 
and the two riders actually made con- 
tact before the checkered, but Lucero 
managed to hang on to the spot. 

Tulf McBride (R.S. Aviation/ Cas- 
trol Jawa), who comes to southern 
California from New York to contest 
the 1986 season, found some glory as 
he won the Handicap main. This was 
McBride’s first Division One appear- 
ance in California since his last visita 
couple of seasons back and he made 
the best of it.

Skinner kept his composure 
all the way and he had to as the other 
five competitors were nipping at his 
heels all the way. The leader made his 
only miscue as he came off turn four 
on the fourth revolution when he 
momentarily bobbled and drifted 
wide. He quickly got back on the 
throttle and maintained a small 
advantage over Don Jackson which 
he carried the remaining one lap. 
Third spot was taken by Doug Bowers. 
Chris Land (Weslake) took the win 
by a sizable margin in Third Division 
over local riders Scott Welte and 
Brian King.

Zemke, Vacchiri 
top D-36 ST

MONTEREY, CA, APR. 12 
Diminutive and dashing 80cc 
Expert Jake “Earthquake”” 
Zemke put on two exhibitions 
of Expert short track skill at 
Monterey County Fairgrounds. All 
during the Hi-Point series, promoted 
by R £ D Enterprises and sanctioned 
by the AMA, young Zemke had been 
having difficulty getting around hot 
first-year Novice William Luker from 
Salinas. In both the 60cc and 80cc 
finals Zemke had the lead before 
reaching the back stretch and he con- 
centrated on cutting consistent lap 
times and using the same successful 
line each and every lap. The plan and 
execution of it were succesful as 
Zemke was not pressured by Luker in 
either event. Luker was perhaps con- 
tent to lose the battle but win the war 
for he did win the Hi-Point series and 
was able to walk off (with help) with 
a five-foot-high trophy for the cham- 
pionship. 

Patrick Vacchiri, like Zemke, was 
able to put together two victories on 
the final night of racing at the 1/8- 
mile fairgrounds facility. And, also 
like Zemke, the effort came too late to 
do any good toward winning the Hi- 
Point series. In the 250cc Novice div- 
ision two final it was Antone Mellow 
on a Yamaha from Marina with the 
early lead. Vacchiri tried an outside 
pass each time he exited turns two 
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and four. Late in the race Mellow 


may have been trying too hard to pre- 


vent the pass he knew Vacchiri was 
attempting comig out of the fourth 
corner. He drifted a little wide so as to 
have Vacchiri experience less than 
perfect traction and have an even 
longer path around. Vacchiri moved 
the attack to the inside and made a 
pass that stuck going into the number 
one corner. Except for celebration 
wheelies on each straightaway the 
remainder of the race was no chal- 
lenge for Vacchiri. Vacchiri’s con- 
verted YZ motocross machine is slated 
for early retirement for he announced 
at the awards presentation that he has 
a new Rotax short track machine 
ordered. 

In the 500cc Novice division two 
final Vacchiri's only real battle was 
with Carmel-based Anthony Giam- 
manco and his hot TT Yamaha. Vac- 
chiri, who calls Redwood City home, 
got the holeshot at the green but 
worked hard protesting a slim lead.

HUNGRY VALLEY, NV, APR. 6 
Nineteen eighty-five ISDE silver 
medalist Kevin Brown, riding 
a Yerington Honda/Hi-Point- 
sponsored CR500R, out lasted 


all comers on a very enduro-ish hare 
scrambles course in Hungry Valley. 
The Nevada chapter of the Over the 
Hill Gang laid out a National-caliber 
event with only the best prepared to 
last the gruelling 100-mile race. 

In the Expert race, Brown jumped 
out to an early lead, followed by 
enduro specialist Duke Dowell and 
his KTM. First 250 on his Nevada 
Motorcycle Specialties/Hi-Point

Hi-Point's Mark Nason. 

By the end of the first of six laps, 
Brown had dropped back to third 
with Honda rider Lance McPhee (Hi- 
Point) leading the way, followed by 
Husqvarna rider Eddie Diaz. 

Things tightened up during the 
second lap when the leaders encoun- 
tered a bottleneck through a rocky 
canyon. The leaders muscled their 
way through with Diaz taking over 
the top spot, while McPhee faded 
way behind with a flat tire. Brown 
was taking it easy in second place. 
During the fourth lap, a number of 
things happened — Diaz dropped 
out with bike problems, while Porter 
(after taking over the lead) dropped 
out for the same reasons. This gave 
the lead back to Brown, followed by 
McPhee. 

As the race continued, Brown held 
command, while Dowel and Vet 
Expert Chester Martinmaas moved 
into second and third. But it was 
Brown way out in front — 16 minutes 
to be exact. Brown easily captured the

Washburn wins 
Delta Park MX

PORTLAND, OR, APR. 10 
Country Yamaha-Kawasaki me- 
chanic Fred Washburn scored 
his first ever 1-1 to claim the 
overall MX win in the Open C 
class tonight at Portland’s Delta Park. 
Kawasaki-mounted Washburn didn’t 
have an easy time of it in moto one; 
he started in 12th position. Out front 
with the early lead was Ray Grossaint 
(Honda), followed by Dave Yardas 
(Yamaha), and Tony Martin (Honda). 
Washburn went wild, picking off 


‘several riders in the first few turns, 


and then he flew by almost everyone 
on the fast uphill section. Going 
down hill, toward the west-end 
whoops, Washburn double-jumped 
the second set, and flew by Grossaint 
for the lead. On lap two Jeff Lancaster 


“moved into fourth but it was short- 


lived; he fell and ended up in last. 
Several positions changed, but the 
front five were locked in. At the 
checkered flag it was Washburn, 
Grossaint, Yardas, Martin,and West- 
lake. 

Getting the holeshot in the final 
moto was Carl Waddington, followed 
by Grossaint, Lancaster, Washburn 
and the rest of the big bore ground 
pounders. Within a lap and a half, 
Washburn had again passed everyone 
to take the Jead. Waddington almost 
lost it, but recovered and ended up in 
fifth. Meanwhile Bill Waring was on 
the move. By lap three he was up to 
fifth, and on the white flag lap he 
squeezed into fourth. At the end, it 
was Washburn, Grossaint, Lancaster, 
Waring, and Westlake. 


The 125cc C class usually is so big 
at Delta Park that it has to be split 
into two groups to fit on the starting 
line. The first moto of division one 
competition, saw Andy Syring grab 
the holeshot ahead of Ray Grossaint 
Jr., David Gary Hilton, Randy Wei- 
gandt and Jim Eaves (Eaves Auto). 
On lap two, Hilton moved past Gros- 
saint and caught Syring. The two of 
them rode side-by-side for quite a 
while, before Grossaint came up to 
make it a three-abread race. The trio 
remained close clear to the table top 
jump in front of the scoring tower. 
From there, they strung out single 
file with Syring again in the lead. 
Meanwhile Brian Burnside of Mike’s 
Suzuki passed Jeff Dick in the air 
while going over the table top jump. 
Also moving up was Dan Fisher of 
Countryside Honda. With one lap to 
go Hilton moved under Syring and 
tried to get by; there wasn’t enough 
room and Hilton almost high-sided. 
He quickly recovered without losing 
a position. At the flag it was Syring, 
Hilton, Grossaint, Eaves, and Burn- 
side. 

In moto two, Grossaint took the 
early lead and built a 25-yard advant- 
age over Syring and the others. How- 
ever, when he hit the step-up jump 
close to the start-finish line his back 
end kicked up and sent him over the 
bars. He finally came to rest on the 
outside of the left-hander. Former 
Oregon State BMX champion Brian 
Burnside was dueling it out with 
Chris Clark, also a converted BM Xer. 
Both hit the tower area at the same 
time, but Burnside’s massive air over 
the table top carried him into third 
place, ahead of Clark. Burnside was 
really flying, but there wasn’t enough 
laps left. At the flag it was Hilton, 
Syring, Burnside, Eaves, Dick, and 
Clark. 

In the Open B class, only four rid- 
ers showed for the start. Taking the 
Scratch was Westly Hanson, followed 
by Andrew Thompson, Mark Kris- 
toff and Pat Jordan, who started late 
and ended up 100 yards back. Thomp- 
son moved up next to Hanson; they 
rode that way from the tower to the 
top of the uphill section, where Han- 
son pulled ahead by five feet. The two 
of them remained that close to the 
checkered flag. Behind the front-run- 
ning duo were Kristoff, and Jordan, 
who had narrowed his deficit to 40 
yards. 

In moto two, Jordan made up for 
lost time, grabbing the lead over 
Thompson, Hanson and Kristoff.
